Woman Doctor Who Kill 


ed Physician Demands 


Freedom 


GREENWOOD, Miss.—(/P)—Attorn- 


eys for Dr. Sara Ruth Dean late Fri- 
day obtained a writ of habeas corpus 
requiring the state to show cause next 
Wednesday why she should not be 
•eleascd from jail where she is bo- 
ng held on a murder charge in con- 
icction with the death of Dr. John 
Preston Kennedy, her formal clinica 
associate. 


The writ was obtained from Chan- 


cellor R. E. Jackson of Cleveland anr 
is returnable in Cleveland. The pres- 
ence of Dr. Dean, who is in jail here, 
will be required at the hearing. 


The petition for the habeas corpus 


writ alleged that "eminent physicians" 
say that Dr. Dean's "health and life 
are in danger as a result of her in- 
carceration." 


The comely specialist, in children's 


diseases was arrested shortly after Dr. 
Kennedy's death in Jackson Sunday 
after he foufiht for 10 days against a 
poison the district attorney said he 
accused the woman of giving him in 
a whisky highball. 


Dr. Dean, a tall handsome brunette, 


left her cell for the first time since 
her arrest Friday and accompanied by 
deputies went to her attorneys' of- 
fices in a closed car for a conference. 
There, newspapermen were allowed 
to meet her on condition that no ques- 
tions would be asked.

single shot.

WASHINGTON-(;P)-A proposal by 


which newspapers could join im- 
mediately in the NRA campaign under 
President Roosevelt's 
blanket code 


through substituting different wage 
and work hours provisions was laid 
before publishers Friday by Hugh S. 
Johnson, the industrial administrator. 


In discussing the plan which pub- 


lishers' spokesmen, Johnson told them 
a proposed code they had submitted 
was not acceptable to the administra- 
tion, and said that he made "certain 
constructive suggestions." 


Neither Johnson nor a subcommittee 


of three from the American Newspaper 
Publishers Association would divulge 
his recommendations. 
Johnson said, 


however, he expected the differences 
between the publishers and NRA to be 
"Straightened out in a few days." 


The subcommittee, headed by How- 


ard Davis of New York, president of 
the A. N. P. A., will report on Mon- 
day to its full committee of 25 in New 
York, with the hope that a revised 
plan can be brought here that night 
or within a comparatively few hours. 


To newspaper men in an informal 


press conference after his session With 
the publishers, who have contended 
that licensing a newspaper or permit- 
ting injunction proceedings would de- 
stroy the right of a free press, John- 
son said: 


"I don't believe the question of the 


freedom of the press in involved in 
this at all." 


Asked 
if 
a 
licensed 
newspaper 


would have its license revoked if it 
should express an opinion unfavorable 
to the administration or opposing it, 
Johnson said: 


"Certainly not." 
Johnson explained the procedure 


now planned was for the publishers 
to submit their plan covering hours 
and rates of pay, and ask that these 
conditions be submitted for such sec- 
tions of the blanket code, pending ac- 
tion on a permanent code 
for the 


newspaper industry. 


If these conditions were acceptable 


lo the NRA, Johnson explained, the 
newspapers could get blue eagles und- 
er the blanket code while their own 
:rade program was going through the 
formulative stages. 


It was understood from publishers 


:hat they had suggested to Johnson 
some days ago that a way in which 
they could come under the blanket 
code be worked out but that he had 
rejected the idea at the time. 


Although Johnson never has given 


tlis specific objections to the code sub- 
nitted by the publishers, it was und- 
erstood from sources close to him that 
he disapproved of some of its reser- 
vations. 


Johnhon said at a press conference 


that "there are some provisions which 
are unsatisfactory" but 
would not 


specify what they were, it was gen- 
erally understood, however, that he 
felt there were too many reservations 
and that the code should stipulate 
shorter hours for reporters and copy 
editors. 


Commenting on the announcement 


by a number of newspapers that they 
were following the newspaper code, 
Johnson said he did not know there 
was one, adding:

has been approved after public hear- 
ing. People can submit a code or have 
provisions to the code submitted for 
approval under the president's agree- 
ment, temporarily. Neither of these 
things has been done."

last Monday. It will sign the trade 
code when approved by Administrator 
Johnson.)
